Here 4s another -series of articles' 
treating the lead-directing ddbble 
convention employed by the Four 
Aces and described In their new book. 

"The Four Aces’ System of Contract 
Bridge."

When employing this 
convention It must be remembered 
that the double of a slam bid always 
calls for a specific lead.

Bureau figures to-day indicated the 
Pacific Ocean’s seal herds, now win¬ 
tering In the unknown fastnesses of 
the South Pacific, have increased 
from 350.000 to 3,000,000 Individuals 
In twenty-four yean’ treaty protec¬ 
tion. 

The bureau’s motorahlp Penguin 
officially ended the 1935 sealing sea- ' 
son when she returned eleven em¬ 
ployees from the Prlbllof and Aleutian 
Island breeding grounds yesterday 
and waa tied up ln her Lake Union 
winter haven. 

The Fish or lea Bureau announced 
this year's supervised take—57.200 
brought south by the navy cargo ship 
Sirius—were auctioned at an average 
of about twenty-two dollars, giving 
the 3.000,000 seels an aggregate value 
of about *06,000,000. In 1927, when 
the aeal herds were estimated at 
•00.000, the pelts averaged thirty-five 
dollars, an aggregate value of about 
$30,000,000 for the combined herds. 

Conserving the seal herds by treaty 
between the US.. Orest Britain and 
Japan—who share ln the auction pro¬ 
ceeds—also has resulted In heavy In¬ 
creases ln pelt values, although seal¬ 
skins are leas fashionable than 
formerly. * 

Lewis and Dryden’a Marine History J 
of the Pacific Northwest records that 
the oomblned catch of the schooners 
Mary Ellen and Favorite, ln 18B4.

The chapter of Roosevelt 
is entitled “Dictatorship In Rulnal" 

Dolfusa and King Alexander of Yugoslavia are 
the "martyr dictators."

From a London Correspondent 
A WARNING of a possible shortage of Juvenile 
° l»bor for industry la glren In the Board of 
Education annual report. 

In recent years, the report statee. far-reaching 
changes have taken place In the educational sys¬ 
tem of the country, and many employers do not 
realise that the conditions affecting the recruit¬ 
ment to their industries are no longer what they 
used to be. 

The present Improvement in certain industries 
la beginning to reveal problems that will soon 
become clearer aa the recovery proceeds. In some 
Industries, shortage of Juvenile labor la already 
fore seen aa pcaslbls. and U Is stated that a num¬ 
ber of young persons in training for skilled crafts¬ 
manship la in some cases insufficient even for 
present needs. 

There U always the danger, the report con¬ 
tinues, that prolonged attendance at school may 
tend to divert boys and girls from industrial occu¬ 
pations or to lead them to the office rather than 
to |ha. workshop. __ ^.

An American population made up 
of many more c4d persons, fewer 
younger ones, far fewer babies, a peak 
In the country’s population by 1050 or 
1055. and a decline thereafter— 

That Is the prediction of Dr. Warren 
0. Thompson, director of the Scrlpps 
Foundation for Research In Popula¬ 
tion Problems, at Oxford, O., who has 
worked out estimates for this country 
for the nest half century, aided by 
hie associate. Prof. P. K. Whelp ton. 

The virtual revolution which many 
scientists see as springing from this 
situation would reach into almost I 
every phase of the nations life.

Between 1920 and 1990 the number 
of children under five years in the 
United States decreased from 11.673.- 
230 to 11.440.390. If the same number 
of births occur In the next five years 
as in the last five yeera. there will be 
only 10 . 000,000 children under five 
in 1940.

Between 1920 and 1930 the number 
of persons between the ages of forty- 
five and sixty-four Increased one- 
third: between 1930 and 1940 their 
rate of Increase will be about tbs 
same.

For example, 
the problem cf old-age pensions was 
one thing in 1930 and 5.4 per cent of 
the population sixty-five or older, but 
may be a different thing in 1960. 
when the proportion over alxty-five 
will be almost twice aa large. 

Moreover, employment policies prac¬ 
ticable when only a little more than 
a sixth of the population was 46-44, ' 
as in 1930. r..ay not be equally satis¬ 
factory when more than one-fourth 
of the population is of this age. as 
will b# the case between 1960 and 
1970. 

As this group becomes larger, the 
practice of many industrial concern* 
lif discarding men at the age of forty 
or forty-five may work increasing 
hardship.

Same Work As Can 


Canadian live stock and poultry 
feeders have a wide range of com¬ 
mercial mixed feeds from which to 
select their requirements. For the 
year ended September SO. 1934, there 
were 1.301 brands of mixed feed 
registered under the Feeding Stuffs 
Act administered by the Seed Branch 
of the Dominion Department of Agri¬ 
culture. 

Poultry feeds are much more 
numerous than feeds for other claaaee 
of stock and account for 933 brands, 
or nsarly 72 per cent of the total' 
Dairy feeds follow with 129 brands, 
calf meals with sixty-four and bog 
feeds with forty-three.

WHEAT. OATS AND VETCH—On 
Vancouver Island in general, and on 
the Saanich Peninsula In particular, 
a mixture of wheat, oata and vetch 
has come Into general use for en¬ 
silage. Oreat reliance is placed on the 
vetch, but it must have a stick to 
hold it up or great difficulty will be 
experienced in harvesting. The wheat 
and oats furnish the stick. If the 
oata should go out during the winter 
the wheat will remain. On the Saan¬ 
ich Peninsula spring vetch is com¬ 
monly used, but hairy vetSch is much 
more hardly; sun wheat will answer 
well, while any winter oat may be 
used.

Some of,them 
i sustain life and are meet beneficial, 
j while others are deadly. 

It wm the fear of poisonous prop- 
l erties of this family which kept people 
from eating potatoes. For year* they 
were used a% cattle feed throughout 
Europe. Then • Dr. ParmentieT wm 
put into % Prussian internment camp. 
He wm fed mainly on potatoes and 
he learned to like them. 

About 1709 there wm a famine In 
France.
